landlord and tenant. 


Without a sound agreement that 
contains an automatic lease renew- 
al clause and a termination notice 
requirement, the 
tenant 
farmer 


fails to practice soil improvement 
methods which 
bring 
long-time 


profits. Instead, he squeezes all he 
can from the tired land, which 
slowly enters 
the 
unproductive 
stage. 


This problem; indicated Mother- 
al, is being met by Navarro coun- 
tlans. "This can be attributed to 
such people like County Agent W. 
H. Walker and Ralph Evans, co- 
ordinator of the Veterans Agricul- 
tural School," Motheral said.

While going through a huge 
stack of lease agreements made by 
approximately 130 GI farm train- 
ees, the College Station specialist 
paused at his temporary courthouse 
headquarters long enough to praise 
the community's soil-tillers and ex- 
plain ,the purpose of his task.

The top feature of the agreement 
is a contract between the parties 
setting forth an automatic renew- 
al of the lease, provided the land- 
lord does not comply with the pro- 
vision relating to "notice of termin- 
ation."

Germany's socialists demanded to- 
day that the Ruhr's industries be 
taken over by the state before 
consenting to any agreement for 
pooling German-French coal and 
cteel resources. 
Dr. Kurt Schumacher, leader 


of the Social Democrats, said his 
party felt that socialization of the 
Ruhr's Industries should supplant 
international control. Only then, 
he told an annual convention of 
the party, could the Socialists 
agree to the pooling plan sug- 
gested by Foreign Minister Rob- 
ert Schuman of France.

their skimpy majority in parlia- 
ment. 
The party strategy, 
details of 


which are still secret, was mapped 
at a weekend meeting of Prime Min- 
ister Attlee, top ccabinet ministers, 
:rade union leaders and spokemen 
for the co-operative movement. 


When the talk ended Labor lead- 
'ers let the news leak they were 
ready for an election at any time— 
but as some Laborites see it the 
next national election may be put 
off until as late as the autumn of 
1951. 


There is always a chance, how- 


ever, that Winston Churchill's con- 
servatives can force a new election 
sooner by taking advantage of a 
sudden surge of illness that might 
upset Labor's six-vote majority in 
Commons on a major issue.

National Foundation Report Research 
For Possible Polio Cure Is 'Sound' 


NEW YORK, May 22— (IP)—The 
National Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysis said today that research 
for a polio cure is "on solid ground." 
The Foundation emphasized that 
it still Is impossible to promise a 
practical means of control within 
a given number of years. But it 
added: 
"The Foundation's program of 
research has developed scientific 
reasons for the belief that such 
control Is attainable, and It has 
promising leads that 
Indicate 
that drugs, serums and vaccines 
against polio are all within the 
realm of possibility." 
"It appears likely that 1949 will 
prove to have been a turning point 
in the history of infantile paralv- 
sis," said the Foundation's presi- 
dent, Basil O'Connor. "We may be 
able to halt the rising tide of polio 
In the not-too-distant future." 
The predictions were contained In 


the Foundation's 12th annual report 
—which also told the story of 1949. 
the country's worst polio epidemic 
year In history. Texas had more 
cases than any other state. 


The report said the Foundation 


aided 80 per cent of the 42.375 new 
patients last year, sent out a rec- 
ord number of respirators—803— 
to hospitals, and spent more than 
§27.000,000 on patients. 
The 
cash 
payments 
totalled 


$11,326,387 from trie national head- 
quarters, and $16.000,000 from the 
Foundation's 2,822 local chapters. 
The strain of the epedimic exhaust- 
ed the funds of nenrly half of the 
chapters, or 1.089, and forced the 
national organization to raise near- 
ly $4.000,000 more in an emer- 
gency drive. 
This was in addition to the reg- 


ular March of Dimes fund, half of 
which goes to the local chapters 
and half to the 
national 
office. 


O'Connor said about 17,000 of last 
year's patients will need continuing 
care in 1950. 
On the research front, the Foun- 


dation reported these new advan- 
ces:Growth for the first time of the 
polio virus in non-nervous tissue in

Data On Negroes 
In Armed Forces 
Cited To Solons 


WASHINGTON, 
May 
22—</P)— 
President 
Truman 
prodded 
the 


senate to vote on his FEPC bill 
today in commending a committee 
which has been working for months 
to increase opportunities of negroes 
in the armed services. 
Truman said he hoped the sen- 


ate "will permit" his bill for a 
fair employment practice com- 
mission "to come 
to 
a vote." 
Southern Democrats have fili- 
bustered the bill. Truman Dem- 
ocrats failed last week in an 
effort to shut off debate although 
all but six of the 
Republicans 
voted with them. 
The measure would declare it 
against public policy for industry 
to discriminate because of race or 
religion when hiring, firing or ad- 
vancintr workers. 
A commission 


would be set up to police industry 
against discrimination. 


Truman Issued a statement plug- 
ging for FEPC on receiving a re- 
port from a committee he created 
two years ago to study armed ser- 
vice policies in relation to minor- 
ity groups. 


That report predicted there will 


be equality of treatment and op- 
portunity for all persons in the 
armed forces "within the reason- 
ably near future." It predicted al- 
so that a gain in military efficiency 
will result. 


The report 
said the army an- 
nounced in January that negro sol- 
diers could qualify for all" army 
jobs; that the air force has open- 
ed all its jobs and school to ne- 
groes, and that negroes are serv- 
ing in every naval general rating. 


Truman noted in his statement 
that the report came at a time 
when the senate is considering a 
motion to take up a fair employ- 
ment practices bill. Then he ad- 
ded: 


"The work of the 
President's 


committee on equality of treat- 
ment and opportunity in the arm- 
ed services shows what can be 
accomplished by a commission In 
this admittedly difficult field. 
"I hope the senate will take 
this report Into consideration as 
it debates the merits of FEPC. 
and that. asJ.Wged In my "State 
of the Union message In Janu- 
ary, It-will permit this Important 
measure to come to a vote." 
Truman went on to say that 
"equality of treatment and oppor-

and 37 to 36. A total of 49 votes 
against a plan Is required.

Senator Benton (D-Conn) said to- 
day the administration Is partly 
to blame for the senate killing five 
of President Truman's reorganiz- 
ations plan. 


The plans, he said, were not ad- 
equately presented to congression- 
al leaders in advance and were 
not supported vigorously, in many 
cases, by the agencies involved. He 
said the plans also suffered be- 
cause of a lack of effective sup-' 
port within the senate. 


Shortly before 
Bdnton 
spoke, 


President Truman called In Senat-

senate committee on expenditures 
in the executive departments, for 
a conference on the reorganiza- 
tion program. 


McClellan told reporters Truman

Ray got a 20-day reprieve Friday, 
seven hours before he was to walk 
to the electric chair. 


The reprieve was recommended 


by two State Board of Pardons and 
Paroles members when the little 
girl's parents appeared before them. 


Today, in a letter and affidavit 
sent to the Board by registered 
airmail, the parents asked that their 
previous statement "be withdrawn 
from consideration xxx 
and be 


disregarded entirely." 


The girl's parents asked for the 


"understanding of the people of 
Fort Worth." 


Ray. 35, was convicted of raping 
a 9-year-old Fort Worth girl in 
Trinity Park here April 8, 1940.

the fourth place entry. 
The dis- 


qualification was for the other 
driver the final day. 
"What 
burned 
mo up was 
that we were singled out when 


all had violated technical regu- 
lations," Connor said. 
The rider with Owen did not 
drive or help change a tire, Con- 
nor said. 
"We'l\ be back next year with 
two or three entries," both Cor- 
sicanans declared, and added they 
would have' a pick-up truck with 
extra Am-f'ian-made tires, water, 
etc. A Mc::ican-made set of tires 
Were worn out -each day. 
Nine blowouts were blamed for 
the loss of the race, along with 
ignorance 
of driving 
conditions 
and the route in the mountains. 
The two drivers finishing ahead 
had driven over the route and 
were professional drivers, accord- 
ing to Connor. The winner was 
only 13 minutes ahead of 
the 


Corsicanans. 


The • road was black-top except 
the last 180. miles in the moun- 
tains that was gravel and mud. 
"Tho people treated us like 
kings—tliey were most hospit- 
able," Connor said, and then he 
complimented 
the

international event. 
The last three days of the race 
was run in second cear since the 
brakes had been ruined in the 
first leg: of the competition, he 
said.
